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Thk Worth or Mover — Usury — Days of Grace. 
For several years past the commercial world has 
been excited by schemes looking to the repeal of the 
various laws that now exist apon the subject of usu- 
ry in the several States. The merchants of New 
York have taken a lead in this matter, and been 
▼ery earnest and unanimous in petitioning their Le- 
fjg^ture to remove the common restrictions upon 
tor use of money. They allege that money has be- 
come a common article of merchandize, and that its 
value depends entirely upon the demand and sup- 
ply — that it would be quite as unjust to fix the price 
of Sour or pork by legislative enactment as the in- 
terest that siiould be paid for the use of money. 
Hence is argued the necessity of abrogating the 
penalties to which capitalists are liable who demand 
and receive for loans a rate of interest higher than 
that legally established. The same question is be- 
ing discussed in Pennsylvania with much freedom 
and earnestness. In Indiana, as we hare already 
noticed, a repeal of the usury laws is being agitated, 
and here in Kentucky, as will be recollected, the 
Legislature of 1854 discussed various projects for 
the establishment of a conventional rate of interest 
It is argued by those who favor the repeal of all 
usury laws that, with the abolition of restriction* 
upon the use of money, the supply would increase 
in proportion to the demand, and consequently that 
the price would rule infinitely lower than it doee 
now, as it would bring into the field of competition 
many capitalists who are now fearful of jeopardizing 
both the principal loaned and the accruing interest, 
on account of the legal established rates. There are 
other reasons alleged in favor of the proposed repeal 
that we need not mention, as they will instantly be 
suggested upon reflection to every intelligent mer 
eantile mind. 

^Laiother matter of importance to commercial in 
tefsKts is the abolition of days of grace, a bill to 
that purport having been introduced in the New 
York Legislature. The custom of allowing three 
days of grace upon bills of exchange, drafts paya 
ble at sight, and those which are payable upon a 
subsequent day, if drawn upon a bank or banker, 
is regarded as behind the present commercial age 
and not suited to that directness of purpose which 
characterizes the mercantile operations of the 
present day. The principal difficulties which have 
arisen appear to have their origin in bills of ex- 
change growing out of the diversities which pn- 
vail with respect to them among the various States 
of the Union. For instance: In Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Wisconsin, and Ohio, it is provided by statute 
that days of grace be allowed on bills of exchange 
payable at sight. In Kentucky, Indiana, Alabama, 
and Texas, days of grace are allowed on bills of 
exchange payable at sight, though not provided by 
statute. In Louisiana, days of grace are allowed on 
.eight bills, but the usage is to pay on presentation 
In Vermont and Connecticut, days of grace are dis- 
allowed by statute 

In the following States, days of grace are not al 
lowed on bills payable at sight, by the usage among 
banks and merchants; but no legal decisions have 
oonfirmed this usage as law: Rhode Island, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary 
land, Virginia, Georgia, Florida, Illinois, Iowa, Mi 
cbigau, Mississippi, Missouri, T< 

In Arkansas, the statutes provide that "foreign 
and inland bills shall be governed by the law of mer- 
chants as to days of grace, protest and notice."

We are of the "few" who "dispute" this, and we 
do not believe, moreover, that, in deing so, we "dis- 
pute the judgment of posterity." It is a mistake, 
in the first place, to suppose that "the judgment of 
posterity" upon the relative merits of Hamdton tad 
Jefferson has been pronounced. It is not even form- 
ed. Nor has the proper time for its formation ar- 
rived. Jefferson is still the demigod of a numerous 
if not a powerful party in our midst with whom 
simply to question his supremacy and infallibility 
is to utter the most unpardonable of heresies. And 
of course the impulse of mere antagonism, if noth- 
ing more, suffices to excite a corresponding or near- 
ly corresponding depreciation among their opponents. 
No such thing, therefore, as a dispassionate examin- 
ation of his character is now possible. At all events 
nosach examination has yet been made. 

When, however, it is made, and legitimately an- 
nounced, we ere not by any means sure that the re- 
sult will accord with the confident opinion of onr 
Cincinnati cotemporary. On the contrary, we are 
persuaded that it will not. We are thoroughly per- 
suaded that it should not. In our judgment the 
statesmanship of Hamilton was as matchless and 
supreme as the patriotism of Washington. It was 
transcendent. In sagacity, in quickness, depth, and 
compass of thought, in variety and accuracy of at- 
tainment, in force and volume and elevation of char- 
acter, in the masterly art of adapting means to 
great ends, in the power of conceiving, digesting, 
systematising, and vivifying the complete affairs of 
nation, in brief, in the union of high and disci- 
plined intellect with consummate practical ability, 
Hamilton, in our opinion, ranks above every other 
merican statesman, and among the very first of 
all other countries. The cant about his distrust of 
the people, which has done so much to veil his splen- 
did political genius from ths eye of the masses, is 
utterly contemptible. It served its purpose as a 
party cry, in the early history of the nation, and 
ought to be left undisturbed with the other rubbish 
of the day. A cultivated man should scorn to stoop 
to it. Hamilton loved the people too well to flatter 
them; and every day attests in some new and strik- 
ing form the wisdom of his scrupulous forbearanoe. 
Undoubtedly the existing state of the nation is one 
of the most eloquent and triumphant vindications of 
his political forethought which time ever bestowed 
upon the prescience of a statesman. The laxness 
and compliance so prominent in the character of his 
great rival have proved the chief disorganizing ele- 
ments of the nation, which, in their present fearful 
activity, nothing but something of his own lofty 
and unbending integrity can arrest. But in this the 
nation, though rich in all things else, is poor indeed. 



Disi'KXsakiks.— Every day's observation makes 
us more painfully aware of the suffering amongst the 
poor in our midst. The rigor of the season is bring- 
ing calamities upon a class of our citizens hereto- 
fore usually exempt from suffering. The suspen- 
sion of navigation and the deficiency of coal for 
manufacturing purposes have thrown out of employ- 
ment groat numbers of mechanics and working m?n, 
who are thus added to the list of sufferers. To the 
scarcity of food and fuel, in too many instances, 
sickness b added. There are many who need medi- 
cal treatment, who cannot be admitted to the Hos- 
pital, and who are daily exposed, not only to freez- 
and starvation, but to the stronger agony of 
sickness. Something should be done for then*. Our 
Relief and Employment Association to a limited 
extent give* work to the able-bodied, but thev can- 
not care for the sick. There are many who have 
homes and friends, and wherewithal to keep out 
cold and starvation, yet they have nething to spare 
from their scanty means to provide medical attend- 
ance or medicine. Our readers have, perhaps, nev- 
er considered how much suffering might be relieved, 
how much life saved by a little timely medical aid. 
Where can it be had? Physicians, to their honor be 
it said, are ever ready to visit and present* for the 
poor. Bat how can the poor get medicine? Dis- 
pensaries have been established by private charity, 
but even upon ordinary occasions the tax upen 
those by whom they are supported is very onerous, 
and now, at this season of great want, privation, 
suffering, and sickness, it is much greater than they 
can sustain or should be allowed to sustain. Such 
institutions should not be left alone to private chari- 
ty. Even among the ancient Greeks there were 
three kinds of charities sustained at the public ex- 
pense. One for strangers, another for the indigent, 
and a third expressly for the sick. In almost all of 
our large cities dispensaries are provided at public 
expense to give medicines and medical attendance 
to the poor. Buildings are provided, apothecaries 
regularly employed, medicines furnished, and dur- 
ing certain hours competent physicians are always 
in attendance to prescribe for those who come for 
relief or to visit those who need their attention. 
The medicines furnished gratuitously will cost to 
the dispensary probably not one-tenth of what 
would have to be paid for it to another apothecary. 
The whole cost of the treatment of over thirty thou- 
sand patients at the dispensary and at their homes 
by the New York Middle Dispensary was less than 
•5,000. 

We hope this subject will be taken hold of by 
the benevolent among our city fathers. 

We are informed that a movement will be made 
in the City Council for the establishment of ono or 
mere city dispensaries. We are not informed as to 
the details of the project that will be presented, ex- 
cept that it is proposed that the attending physi- 
cians and surgeens shall be elected by trustees ap- 
pointed by the General Council. The wants of the 
people of Louisville require the establishment of 
public institutions of this character. 



igrMr. George Sumner, in a recent lecture on the 
past and present condition of the Spanish peoplo, 
thus authoritatively corrects a prevailing historical 
error: 

It Is time that the Immonse sham with whiuli Spain con- 
trived to intimidate all Europe was blown to the wind*. It 
was Spanish policy to give the rest of the world aa idea 
that her wealth was boundless, and it has been, up to the 
present time, very difficult to contradict successfully the 
great historical error thus established. It was my fortune 
while In Spain to bring to light facts which set the whole 
matter at rest. I received from the Spanish government 
permission to search among the archives of the Indies, at 
ville, where all the archives of America are kept, from 
_.e time of Ferdinand and Isabella to the present day. 
Here I found the original list* of all the gold and silver re- 
ceived from America during the first fifty years after the 
onquest of Cortex; and you will be surprised to learn that 
tiring the thirty years in which all Europe was filled with 
.he accounts of millions upon millions of gold and silver 
drawn from the Mexican mines by Spain— accounts upon 
hleh Robertson and Prescott, and all other writers upon 
Spain, have taken for granted— during all these years the 
gold received, if coined in our mints, would amount— (As 
cold to only $«*,1M. and the silver to only « 4.250. Both 
together would make only the paltry sum of $905,400— 
less than half the sum we are in the habit ofrfceiving 
every fortnight from California. I have submitted these 
figures to Baron Humboldt, the learned and celebrated 
traveler, and he has written to me that he adopts thorn en- 
tirely, and that, in any subsequent edition of his work on 
Mexico which may bo published, they shall be Incorpora- 
ted. It was not from the mines of America, but from op- 
pression and ruinous taxation of her own peopl», that Spain 
derived the wealth with which sue waged expensive wan 
with other nations. 

This authentic statement knocks the basis from a 
world »f eloquent moralizing in the literature of 
modern politics. Statesmen and political specula- 
tors will now have to cast about for some new theo- 
ry of the downfall of Spain. Mr. Sumner himself, 
we believe, attributes that event chiefly to the poli- 
cy of the court in making productive labor dis- 
graceful. His lecture aa a whole is sroken of in 
very admiring terms by the press.

Wendell Phillips is happier. He defines a politi- 
cian as "one who serves God as far as he can with- 
, offending the Devil." This is epigrammatic and 
not far from the mark.

The Indianapolis Journal advises persons not to 
sacrifice the notes of the Shawnee and Gramercy 
Banks. They will, eventually, it thinks, be re- 
deemed. 

Mr. Nexsen, Jr., brother of C. F. Nexsen, of the 
Gramercy, has had charge of the Shawnee Bank, at 
Attica, for the past few months, and closed its doors 
immediately on the suspension of the Gramercy. A 
few citizens of Attica assembled and forced an en- 
trance, and compelled Nexon to make an assign- 
ment to Joseph Pool and P. S. Veeder. During the 
same evening and the next day the excitement be- 
came so intense that Mr. Nexon concluded to take 
a "French leave," and accordingly went down to 
Covington. He was followed to that place by a

Latest from Kansas.— Gov. Geary's Me 
The Territorial Legislature convened at ] 
on the 12th of January. The President of the Sen- 
ate oj>ened that body by offering prayer, and the 
House elected Mr. Matthias Speaker. A resolution 
was offered to admit reporters inside of the bar, and 
that the Sergcant-at-Arms furnish them with tables 
and seats. General Richardson objected to any "ly- 
ing scribblers" for free State papers. He said that 
he saw a man present who corresponded with the 
New York Tribune, and stated before the Investiga- 
ting Committee in Leavenworth, when asked by 
Mr. Propper if he had the names of all the women 
ravished in the southern part of the Territory, that 
he "had not, but would have before night," and that 
the correspondent had belied every man in the Ter- 
ritory. Mr. Rees was in favor of admitting all re- 
porters, and would admit "old Horace Greeley him- 
self, just to see what a dirty dog he was," if present. 
After some discussion the resolution was carried, but 
Dr. Stringfellow says he will pitch every d— d free 
State reporter out of the window. 

Gov. Geary sent in his annual message, a synop- 
sis of which is furnished us by the St. Louis Eve- 
ning News: 4_ 

The Governor ealUrflL attention of the Legislative As- 
sembly to errors and dHisions In the statute-book, the re- 
sult of hasty legislation^ and recommends that they be 
corrected. He insists on the right of the people to elect 
all their officers, instead of having them appoinred by the 
legislature. The famous, or, rather, infamous, teat oath 
act, so odious to the free State men of the Territory, Is 
emphatically denounced by the Governor, and Its repeal 
recommended. Abolition of the viva voce system of vot- 
ing, and the adoption of the ballot plan, is urgently insist- 
ed on. To present Illegal voting, a law, requiring a reai- 
denee in the Territory of ninety, and In a certain district, 
ten days, is suggested. The present mode of selecting ju- 
rors by the Marshal, Sheriff, and Constable, is disproved 
by his Excellency, and their selection by lot recommend- 
ed. The law in reference to "patrols," levying* tax on 
all other property for the especial protection of slave prop- 
erty, is recommended for repeal. The establishment of a 
thorough school system Is suggested. 

The scheme of a railroad running from the Territory, 
southward, through the Indian Territory and Texas, to 
the Gulf of Mexico, is suggested as the shortest and best 
route to the sea-board. The Governor says that he has 
suggested to Congress the justice of indemnifying the citi- 
zens of the Territory for the damages they sustained dur- 
ing the late troubles. He is in favor of securing to every 
citizen a homeatead of 160 acres of land. The expediency 
of erecting a penitentiary has been brought before Con-

EVENING BULLETIN. 
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^-During the session of the U. S. Agricultural 
Society, Mr. D. Jay Brown, of the Agricultural Bu- 
rea j of the Patent Office, gave the res ult of his ex- 
perience and investigations in regard to the culture 
in the United States of the Chinese sugar cane. 

Sugar, he said, could sometimes be made from the 
dried stalks, but it was expensive. It contains sac- 
charine matter as far north as the milky state can be 
bad; in Massachusetts it has shown twenty-three 
per cent, of sugar; here in Washington fourteen per 
cent. It requires a dry soil and hot sun. It should 
not be planted so soon as Indian corn by several 
days. It will mature in less than a hundred days 
from the time of sowing the seed. For sugar it 
flourishes best on poet soil, but, for fattening ani- 
mals, on rich soil. For sugar it should I* harvested, 
or rather cut, late in the season, but for seed should 
be cut, and therefore planted earlier. 

As a fodder crop, Mr. B. considered it as making 
a revolution in cattle-food all through the Union. 
The seed can be produced at the price of oats, at 
the rate of fifty or sixty bushels to the acre, and can 
be converted into bread or chocolate, fed to fowl*, 
&c. It will give fifteen hundreds gallons of vinegar 
to the acre. The most northerly point of its growth 
is Minnesota. If the seed be cut off, it will sprout 
again and bear double, as last year in South Caro- 
lina. 

Statistics ok Missouri. — From the last annual 
report of the State Auditor of Missouri we learn 
that the census just taken will, when completed, 
show a total population of 900.000. The census of 
l«50gavean aggregate of 682,996, and that of 1852 
was 722,371. At this rate, Missouri will, in 1800, 
equal Kentucky and Tennessee. The value of the 
land in the State had increased from $31,512,391 in 
1849 to $89,702,»97 in 1856, and during the same 
period the value of personal property increased from 
$22,974,871 to $30,346,013. Still the city of Bos- 
ton is worth more than twice as much. 



A Mosarch ix Mexico. — We learn from a Madrid 
paper, of the 24th ult., that General Santa Anna has 
proposed to the Queen's Government to establish a 
monarchy in Mexico, with a Spanish prince at its 
head, provided be should receive certain aid named 
by his agent*.

GREAT WAS ENGINE. 
Misses. Editor*: Noticing in your issue of Januarv- 
10th. au article under the head of "Wonderful New- War 
Machine," iu which great doubts are expressed iu regard 
to the invention of so terrible a machine, I hasten to lav 
before your readers something of the history of a machine 
invented in the year 1W6-7, by Mr. Beuj. Reynolds, of Kiu- 
dirhook, in ths State. 

The machine referred to was called a "centrifugal bat- 
tery," of a circular form, 22 inches in diameter, and three 
inches in thickness. This machine wag put in operation by 
nieans of two cranks, one on each side of the carriage on 
wliich it was placed, for the purpose of being trauepurted 
from place to place. 

The writer of this article was one of three pernors who, 
durinf the autumn of the year INT, exhibited it to the of- 
ficers of the U. & arsenal at Gibboiuvilie. when under the 
command of the late General Worth, who invited the 
Governor and the head* of the State Departments te wit- 
new the exhibition. All who witnessed its operation spoke 
of it in terms of the highest commendation. Col. Worth 
advised us to take it to the city of Washington without de- 
lay, as he thought it of great importance to the country; 
but request* d us to exhibit it at Westpoiut, N. Y., on our 
way thither, which we did. It was put iu operation by or- 
der of Col. Deruaie, who then commanded at that place. 
At 110 yards, the balls of 2 oz. weight were thrown through 
three thickness of lX-inch Georgia pine, at the rate of 
more than one thousand per minute! The Commandant 
and Professors expressed great astonishment at the power 
of the machine, which ru put in operation on all oc- 
casions by one man at each of the cranks. 

The third trial took place at Greenleaf Point, D. C, 
under the inspection of Captain Ramsay, President Van

Gkktlkm k>: Observing a paragraph in the Daily Jour- 
nal, of a few days since, stating that the satelUu-s of Jupi- 
ter were now visible to the naked eye when reflected by « 
common looking-glass, we sallied forth, a few evenings 
since, in company with several friends, children, and nig- 
gers, to take a view of their moonships. The gla-»« was soon 
fixid in a proper position for reflection, and. In perfect 
good faith, each one of us took a solemn tow. Sure 
enough, there, shininr with intense brilliancy, was Jupi- 
ter, and on either side, with "meek" lustre but perfect dis- 
tinctness, were reflected :hls admiring moons (as we sup- 
posed). 

Certainly, it strucV me as a little singular that the re- 
flections were thus di*tit>ct and visible, when the satellites 
themselves were not to be seen, it bring a commonly re- 
ceived law or opinion that the reflection is always less dis- 
tinct tlian the object n fleeted. But had not the editors of 
the Louisville Journal affirmed they could be soenT and 
was not here ocular demonstration of the faetr Pshaw! 
the most hardened infidel and inveterate skeptic would l>e 
ashamed of his doubts In such a case, supported by such au- 
thor!, jr. 

There were many learned, labored, and lengthy expla- 
nations of the phenomenon, to the great satisfaction of the 
stronger and wiser rex, and the infinite edification of the 
female- audience, and curious thoori-s ui>on reflection and 
its laws in general, that would cause Newton, Franklin, 
Ac, to stare with astonishment, If they could but have 
heard thi-m. 

One friend at my side, of remarkable mental acumen, 
affirmed he dearly discerned the satellites with the naked 
eye, without the assistance of the mirror. I have a high 
regard for his probity in general, but confess are somewhat 
inclined to be skeptical on this poii.t. and suspect he merely 
wished to l'lunie himself a little upon his superior acute- 
ness of vision. 

Such splendors being revealed to us in regard to Jupiter 
and his satellites, we naturally thought we could do no 
b'-tter than make further observations and investigations 
with the -nine instrument, and succeeded in making some 
of the most remarkable astronomical discoveries of this or 
any other age. 

Imagine our surprise at finding Mercury attended by two 
admiring moons as a foil to his own brilliancy; to rind that 
the moon, herself au attendant, had employed two lesser 
satellites to accompanv her in her travels; to find that 
every respectable star that could make a decent reflection 
was accomjianied by two smaller ones.

They will pass 
across the Isthmus by Nicaragua, thence to California, 
thence to the Sandwich Islands (where Senator Seward will 
deliver an agricultural address), thence to China, and, af- 
ter pa«*ina through India and Asia Minor. Egypt, and pos- 
sibly Southern Europe, will sail through the Straits of Gib- 
raltar to the United States, so as to attend Congress in the 



The finest house in New York is the one belonging 
to Mr. O. Roberts, in Eighteenth street.

The Word Creole. — Some suppose the Creole to be 
nearly, black, imagining the word to be used as a 
term of disgrace or reproach. The Spanish word 
Crillo (Creole) was originally applied to the de- 
scendants of whites in Mexico^ Sonth America, and 
the West Indies, in whom white blood, unmixed 
with that of every other race, existed. This is still 
the only acceptance of the term in the West Indies. 
A Mulato is the offspring of a white and negro, a 
Quadroon of a white and a Mulatto, being one-quar- 
ter black; a Mustee of a white and a Quadroon, or 
one-eighth black, and a Mustafina of a white and a 
Mustee, being one-sixteenth black. Terms imply- 
ing a much less admixture of black blood are prev- 
alent in Cuba. Creole simply means a white native 
of those tropical climates. 

Cause* of Insanity.— The annual report of the Su- 
perintendent of the Massachusetts State Lunatic- 
Asylum at Worcester, assigns the causes of insani- 
ty in patients admitted the last year as follows: 
Forty-eight cases arose from ill health of various 
kinds, 24 from intemperance, 10 from jealousy, 9 
from religious excitement, and 5 from spiritualism. 
Of the whole number of cases 36 were hereditary 
and 25 hereditary and periodical. "The popular 
excitements of the day," says the report, "have not 
brought us so many patients as is generally believed 
by the community at large." 

Human Li/e. — It is a common impression that the 
average duration of human life is lessening, though 
a moment's thought of the improved hygiene of the 
present day, and the increased comfort of the masses, 
would lead to a different conclusion. The facts sup- 
port thi6 favorable view. Prof. Buchanan, in a re- 
cent lecture in Cincinnati, gave the following 
figures. His data we have not seen, but we can 
imagine none that would furnish more than an ap- 
proximation. In the latter part of the sixteenth 
century one-half of all who were born died under 5 
years of age; the average longevity of the whole 
population was but eighteen years. In the seven- 
teenth century one-half the population died under 
twelve years. But in the first sixty years of the 
eigthteenth century one-half of the population lived 
over twenty-seven years. In the latter forty years 
one-half exceeded thirty-two years. At the begin- 
ning of the present century one-half exceeded forty 
years; and from 18'6X to" 1845, one-half exceeded 
forty-three. The average longevity at these suc- 
cessive periods has been increased from eighteen 
years in the sixteenth century up to 43.7 by the last 
reports. 

New Project for a Ship Canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama. — A Mr. Wm. McDermott, 
describing himself as a surgeon in the British navy, | 
fo rmerly attached to H. M.'s ship Espiegle, em- j 
ployed on the Darien Expedition, has recently ad- 
dressed a letter to the London Times, giving the j 
details of a new project for cutting a 6hip canal j 
across the Isthmus of Panama, which he considers i 
feasible, from Caledonia Bay on the Atlantic side to 
the Gulf of San Miguel on the Pacific. The entire 
length of the route is said not to exceed 35 miles; I 
and, judging from Mr. McDermott's description, the 
engineering difficulties are not serious, except at one 
spot, where a tunnel of three miles long must be 
cut through a mountain 930 feet high. The line of I 
the projected work is divided into seven stages. • 
The Times recommends the proposition to public I 
discussion and minute investigation, with a view to , 
elicit more full and accurate information as to the 
feasibility of this or any similar enterprise. The 
N. Y. Journal of Commerce adds: 

Independent of the natural obstacles! to a ship canal any 
where across the Isthmus of Panama, even were it proven 
that they could be overcome without au exorbitant outlay 
of time and capital, the concession for the construction of 
the work from the government of New Granada can only 
be obtained with the consent of the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany, In whose charter it is expressly stipulated (art VI) 
that, "the New Granadian Government shall have no 
power to undertake, nor to permit any other person to un- 
dertake without the concurrence of said (P. R. R.) Compa- 
ny, the opening of any maritime canal to unite the two 
oceans across the said Isthmus of Panama." 

It may be that, considering the length of time necessary 
for the completion of so gigantic an undertaking, and the 
increase of travel and freight over their road which would 
naturally result while it was in progress, the Panama Rail- 
road Company would not refuse the required permission, 
on reasonable terms; but we have reason to believe that 
they do not attach much importance to Mr. McDermott's 
scheme, and that they are inclined to class it in the same 
category with the other Isthnaus Canal projects which have 
been brought forward, and abandoued as impracticable. 

A Sad Picture. — The miseries of India are thus 
strongly depicted in a late number of the London 
Times: 

The pestilence (cholera) broke out in Aqua in 
May last, and in a few months slew upwards of 16,- 
000 people. At Mean Meer men died two hours af- 
ter seized. Estimates give the total loss of life at 
90,000 persons. The disease everywhere appears 
to-have spared the women, and most certainly did 
not attack European females — a singular fact which 
suggests the idea that bad liquor may lie the pre-

A NEW FERRY. 



Mmbrr. Editors: In your paper of tho 20th iurt. rou 
complain of the JedVrsonville and Louisville Kerry Com- 
pany for neglecting to keep open the communication be- 
tween the two places. Your remarks on the subject are 
perfectly just and well-merited. Nothing but the pressure 
of public opinion has kept the ferryboats from long since 
hieing away to their old harbor, the Six-Mile Inland. The 
company have so long eujoyed a monopoly of ferry rights, 
and have so long had things their own way, that th*y con- 
sider it their right to consult exclusively their own inte- 
rests. They do jnst a* they please, make as few trips as 
possible in the day, burn as little fuel as they can make out 
with, start as lata aud lie up as early in the evening as a 
due regard to thoir own interest* requires. It is no longer 
worth while to expect the public to be sufficiently accom- 
modated with oue ferry at this point. To do justice to the 
increasing travel aud transportation of property between 
the two cities, at leapt four terryboats are nect;ssary. The 
complaint* of delay, tardiness, and iudilfcrence on the part 
of the managers of ths present ferry are general In town 
and country. With the exclusive privileges which the com- 
pany have iong eujoyed, they are under the highest possi- 
ble obligations to make every sacrifice for the public accom- 
modation. Their stock must be very productive. If it is 
not, it is not for the want of a super abundance of business. 
Their boats are jammed aud crammed from daylight until 
dark with every sort of vehicle, live stock, and footmen. 
I tpeak advisedly when I say that the receipts of the two 
boats now running aie, upon an average, $300 per day. It 
is beyond all doubt a fortune to its owners. Another ferry, 
compelled to ruu until 10 o'clock at night, would vastly in- 
crease the business. The whole effect of competition would 
soon be seen in the increase of facilities for the rapid transit 
of persons aud property from one side of the river to the 
other. Nothing will remedy the evils complained of but 
competition. It is folly to expect reforms from murmurs 
and complaints. We have tried that long enough. The 
public discontent, breaking out occasionally into curse* 
aud denunciations, may produce temporary reform. But 
uo permaneut rood can result from them. 

The attcutiou of the people of Louisville is invoked to 
this subject as one intimately couuected with their com- 
mercial interests. Thousands of dollars are lost to Louis- 
ville every year for tho want of adequate ferry facilities at 
this point. Many of the people of the country in the rear 
of Jeffersonville have become so worn out with detention 
in crossing the river here that they have been compelled to 
confine their trading to this side of tho river. In the mean 
time Jeffersouville is not benefited by it. New Albany- 
reaps nil the advantage. 

A new ferry company will be organized here and steps 
taken to obtain license from our Couaty Commissioners, 
who are bound by law to grant it when the public interests 
require it.

THIRTY-FOURTH CONGRESS — SECOND SESSION. 
Mondjj't Proceedings. Concluded. 

Washington, Jan. 21. 
Senate.— There was a long discussion on the tele- 
graph bill, but no definite action. 
When the Senate adjourned. 

Home. — Mr. Orr reported a bill for more effectu- 
ally enforcing the attendance of witnesses, making 
them liable to imprisonment and fines. 

During a spirited discussion, to which this gave 
rise, the assistant sergeant-at-arms brought Mr. 
Simonton before the bar of the House, and, in re- 
ply to a question of the Speaker, "what he had to 
say whv further action should not be taken against 
him?" he was permitted to make a speech of more 
than half an hour in length, in justification of his 
refusal to answer what "two memSers of the House 
h^d approached him with corrupt propositions." 
He denied the power of the House to proceed against 
him in this particular case, and concluded by ask- 
ing to be heard by counsel. 

Various propositions were made respecting him. 

One by Mr. Orr was adopted, for the sergeant-at- 
arms to keep him in close confinement till he purged 
himself of contempt. 

The proceedings extended over five hours. 

When the House adjourned. 

Baltimore, Jan. 21.

The druggist persist- 
ed that the medicine was right and to show his confi- 
dence in his correctness swallowed a portion him- 
self. He was immediately attacked bv horrible 
convulsions and died in five minutes. The Doctor 
who merely tasted the preparation and spit it frem 
his mouth was also atacked and with difficulty saved. 
The affair occasioned great excitement. 

The druggist had mixed cyanuret of potassium 
with lemon juice, developing enough prussic acid 
in the preparation to have killed three hundred 
people. 

Baltimore, Jan. 21. 

A railroad train left Washington at 9 o'clock and 
got in at noon. 

The Board of Directors of the American Coloniza- 
tion Society held their annual meeting at Washing- 
ton yesterday. There were ten members in attend- 
ance. A meeting of the society will not take place 
till travel is resumed. The whole amount of re- 
ceipts during the year was $81,388 41. Expendi- 
tures $71,394 79. The present indebtedness of the 
society is $24,126 74. The society earnestly calls 
the attention of the Government to the increasing 
value of the trade on the African coast and hopes 
that some act will soon be passed by Congress to 
foster and nourish and protect it. The value of the 
trade with the United States from that point in 1854 
was $3,146,522, while that with Great Britain was 
about eight times that amount, in consequence of the 
the latter power having for years encouraged and 
protected its commerce there. It is stated that seve- 
ral other European nations have become awakened 
to the value of the trade upon the Western ceast of 
Africa and are taking steps to secure it.

Tns Rivkk asd Weather _ Interruption of 
of Ferry communication to Jeffertonvtlie and New 
Albany— Rtcer Gorged— Giving away of Ice— Damage 
and Dangerons Position of Boats, frc— The very cold 
weather since yesterday has put an effectual stop to 
the running of the ferry-boats. The Jeffersonville 
boat has been trying to break through the ice since 
10 o'clock this morning, but at 2 o'clock she was 
still in the middle of the river without making 
much progress. 

The New Albany ferry has suspended her trips 
and persons are crossing the river on the ice. 

Mr. Avery measured the thickness of the ice this 
morning between this point and Jeffersonville. 
Jnst below the tow-head it was from 6 to 8 inches 
thick, which is strong enough to admit of crossing 
with laden teams. Below where the ferryboat was 
running last night, it was two inches thick. The 
river is gorged tliis morning below XewAlbany, and 
this caused a rise of several feet at Portland, and 
floated oft a large quantity of ice which had accu- 
mulated above. This ice came down with great 
force against the boats lying at Portland, and part- 
ed their lines. 

The Virginia and Fanny Bullitt floated out into 
the stream without sustaining any damage. The 
A. L. Shotwell, which was lying between the Peter 
Tellon and a barge, had her guards and stauncheons 
very much broken, but sustained no other damage, 
and the R. J. Ward is aground on the wharf with 
her bow on. 

The Fanny Bullitt and Virginia have since been 
hauled into shore. We understand that some of 
the boats that have cargoes on board will be unla- 
den. 

The weather to-day is even colder than on Mon- 
day. Our thermometer at 1)i o'clock was 6 de- 
grees above zero. 

Coal. — Messrs. Hyatt & Dravo expect to receive 
th« first lot of coal from the boat purchased of Mr. 
Watson, to-night. They have already orders upon 
their books that will take them several days to fill.

A deal of money has Is-cn expended about Leavenworth in 
the expectation that the seam of coal, thin and imperfect at 
the out crop, would improve as it receded from the side of 
the hill. If a good four feet or even three feet seam has 
been found, and proved, in Grayson county, except near 
its western margin, I have nothiug more to nay. If not, I 
would suggest t!>at the coal nearest the line of railroad, and 
available, is to be found in Breckinridge and Hancock 
counties; and, if the Ohio has ceased to be a navigable 
stream, a branch road connecting Louisville with the 
oleaginous coals of Breckinridge aud the cheaper coals of 
Hancock, and pointing to the important and thrifty town* 
on the river banks below, might not be the least importaut 
work for your consideration.
